Am one, who, having fome Pro- 
perty in my Country, am as glad 
as any Manalive,that the Schemes 
of that Motley Triumvirate Car- 
dinal Tencin, Count de Saxe, and 
the young Pretender, are all de- 
feated.

To leave Metaphors, therefore, and to come to
